In  the 
case  of  classes  for  which  there  is  a  waiting  list 
places  will  be  reserved  for  three  days  for  those  who 
have  been  registered.  If  any  students  for  such  a 
course  have  not  paid  their  tuition  at  the  close  of 
the  third  day,  the  place  will  not  be  reserved  longer 
but  will  be  thrown  open  to  students  upon  the  wait- 
ing list  who  have  paid  their  tuition.
